Tlie DouLlu Duties Again. 

Tho ult.cr ubsurdity and monstroaa 
injustice ot the position tisEumctl by 
Government in levying duties at Now 
Westminster on goods from tho Island 
wero never moro apparent than sinco 
tho honorablo and learned Attorney 
Genoral introduced tho bill legalising 
past and prospective- levies. Tho 
reador is awaro that no attempt is 
made to maintain tho legality of tho 
Btep. In tact, tho illegality is froely 
admitted, and tho act attempted to bo 
justified on the scoro of expediency. 
Tnis unfortunate and indiscreet acU 
miBsion not only places tho Govern- 
ment boforo tho world as a law- 
breaker, but stamps tho policy that 
dictates it as blundoring and imbecile. 
No schoolboy suddenly elevated to tho 
position ot Primo ilinistor could have 
mado a graver mistake than have tho 
advisors of Governor Soymour in this 
instance-. Instead of adding to tho 
rovenuo by tbeir absurd and unjust 
courso, they wiil really rodaco it. 
"What sano man will purchase largely 
of goods in tho Victoria market and 
submit to tho nnnoyanco of paying 
dutioB upon them at New Westmin- 
ster, whon ho can buy goods on which 
tho Tariff has been paid at tho same 
rates? Tho business transacted this 
spring will bo limited in its character 
becauso of this exaction. Up-couutiy 
men will buy sparingly, and tho 
iimount of revenuo collected at .Now 
Westminstor will bo so ridiculously 
email that tho oxpenso of maintaining 
a staff of officials to collect it will moro 
than eat it up ; tho road tolls will 
yield but a modicum of the amount 
collected in former yars, and addi- 
tional taxes will have to be levied to 
meet tho deficiency. In tho meantime, 
tho Victoria importer and tho English 
consignor will suffer severo losses 
through want of a market; and in 
a Colony where tho rate of interest is 
as high as in this, u loss of tho kind 
means something. It will, therefore, 
be seen that while Government ac- 
knowledges the illegality of tho impo- 
sition, but claims tho right to onforcc 
it on the scoro of expediency , that the 
policy is reully ono of inexpediency, 
and will result in an actual lo-s to thy 
revenuo instead ot proving a bent fit 
to it. Tho plaintivo wail of the lion. 
Colonial Secretary over the awful sin 
committed by tho Prince of Wales in 
reaching this port and landing her 
cargo a few days in advaneo oi 
the proclamation of Union, (thus 
escaping die payment of tlulies), in vers 
heartrending, lo be sure ; but ilie line ol 
policy t be same h'»n. gentleman has laid 
down to wiiog by fotco from ihe people the 
SGCOO that ho thinks ought lo have been 
paid into the Government cullers, only shows 
how incompetent his administration in likely 
to be, and holds out no hope that the blun- 
ders and misdeeds of the past will pot be re- 
pealed on a more stupendous ecale than 
ever. 

"Love Thine Enemies J" 

At a timo whon the Islanders wero 
struggling undor a load of adversity, 
when bankruptcies woro of daily oc- 
currence, and families and friends 
woro leaving tho country by scorof in 
evory steamer — fo»v of our peonlo will 
forgot tho taunts and jeors that woro 
leveled at them during that tad period 
of depression by a certain paper pub- 
lished at tho town of -Now Wo^t- 
• minster. Few can forget tho oblo- 
quy cast upon our business men 
through that disreputable channel, and

Stop (ho Leaks. 

Hon Air Pomborton; one of the 
Island members, has moved for returns 
of tho recciptBunu expenditure of the 
Assay Ollice. This motion is an impor- 
tant ono. An impression prevails that 
tho Assay Oflico has long been main- 
tained by a heavy pull at tho public 
purso; and this impression is 
strengthened by tho query of His lix» 
eollcncy to the Council, whotbor that 
body deems it advisable lo continue 
tho institution 'I Wo tiro in favor ot 
lopping off every cxcresconco — every 
source of needless expome. We would 
give an official a fair day's wages lor 
a lair day's work ; but if his services 
wero not absolutely requiied for tho 
efliciont discharge of tho public work, 
wo would not continuo him at any 
salary. Air Pemberton's motion, 
though important in itself, should 
havo called for returns of receipts and 
expenditure from tho Printing Oliico 
and the Government Tug. All three 
of theso establishments are detri- 
mental to tho private interests of citi- 
zens who havo invested their capital 
in a country tho Government ol 
which taxes them to maintain rival 
establishments. Besides, wo have ex- 
cellent reasons for knowing that the 
work performed by at least ono ol 
theso institutions can bo dono quito as 
efficiently and at less cxpenso by pub- 
lie contract.

1; is well known Ibul 
until the recent appointment of it sepsrute 
Governor for each territory the seal of Gov- 
ernment, or, in oilier words, the real capital 
ol both, was at Victoria. Boih Coloi.ie- 
being once more under one Governor, Vie 
loria is now justly entitled to her old tlis- 
tinctioo, unless, ludeed, the public interests 
countervail her claim ; but the solid interests 
of the public, attested by the cool, deliberate 
and far-seeing judgment ol ihe wisest and 
most experienced men in both Colonies and 
ihe declared wishis ot the eoiire people 
throughout (with tho single exception of the 
townsmen of New Westminster), nil show 
that the City of Victoria is 0/ necessity (for 
choice bus no place 10 Ihe question) the true 
Capital. This has been so unanswerably 
pointed out already that further comment is 
unnecessary. 

ll is, however, to be regretted that Vic- 
toria has needlessly wounded the pri.lt: and 
self-luve ot her offspring, New Westminster, 
who, in the true modern and orthodox way, 
13 so vindictively exasperated against her 
parent by ihe arts ond animosity of adven- 
turers in politics who 1 I . liieir wretched 
oar upon the surface ol ihe tcreat legislative 
dcen, that it we n'e to believe these men 
the flame ol their great revenge shall, sooner 
thun be extinguished, brighten the ruin oi 
both Colonies. 

Lei the nurses political of New Westmin- 
ster he reminded Unit childhood may bi 
divested ol all its atlraclions by attempts to 
accelerate and force maturity which, in the 
end, so waste and enfeeble; as to leave lo ihe 
child nothing in alter life bin the weakness 
and helplessness ol infancy without its inno- 
cence. 

When in public affairs prejudices take tho 
place 'I impan ial enquiry and iotriiine 
(which 1 8 hut ihe talent ol those who have 
no 01 her talent) aids those prejudices, lliey 
contuse the operations ol the understanding 
and destroy where the)' ufltct to save. 
Hogarth's pioture ol a boy asti ide on a pole 
high and horizontal which lie is furiously 
colling wilh a saw from tli" wall which 
"upports it is an illustration of Ihesu poli- 
ticians ; the boy a eods his task and life 
together, and they work the ruin ol Ihe 
Colonies and their own fortunes at Hid same 
time. Bui notwithstanding all, the (! iveruor 
will surely tower the little motives and 
guard against the subordinate interests ami 
prejudices of parly such is ihe Implied pledge 
which lie has given the people when he 
accepted ttie trust or governing, and thus and 
thus only can ho save the Colonies.

the opposition ottered to tho Customs bill, aa 
there was no doubt of its legality, ho was 
in no way anxious to press it before going 
into ways and means, and would prefer leav- 
ing it over until tho ostimales and ways and 
means cumo up (hear, hear;) Hon Crease 
pro forma moved second reading. 

Hon Young moved that it be postponed 
until the estimates wero bofore the House. 

Hon Helmcken said, ns a mattor of prin- 
ciple, it was his uounden duly '.o oppose the 
bill. Notwithstanding tho Hun President'.! 
remark as lo there being no doubt of its 
legality, others thought it illegal, and he 
would move that it bo referred to the Com- 
mittee ol ways and means, Tho expediency 
of Ihe measure wus another thing, and could 
then be considered, 

Hon Crease oflu-red a few words in ex- 
planation. 

Hon Helmcken said, if there was no doubt 
about the bill, why bring iu a bill to remove 
a doubt ? 

Hon I)e Cosmos supported the views of bis 
hon co!,eague. It was unparliamentary to 
introduce money bills like this and tho 
Trades License bill before going into ways 
and means. Inftcudof there being no doubt 
about the legality of the mccsure, ho thought 
there were very grave doubts. The best 
legnl opinions pronounced it illegal, and he 
hoped when it came belore the Committee 
means would be found to dispense wuh ii. 

II ni Macdouuld w„b glad that lliu suvjII 
voice of the popular members had found 
weight with the Executive. It was ihe 
proper way to let the measure go to Com- 
mittee on ways and means and not to rush it 
through with undue hasto. 

lion Robsoa was surprised that tho hon 
members who were so stoutly opposed to tho 
bill at Ihe tirst reading should now go in lor 
delay, when it was stated tho other day that 
the lapso ol 15 days would be ruinous, as 
tho goods would be on their way lo Cariboo. 
He thought tho hon gentlemen should be 
piepared with Mime scheme in its stead. The 
collection ol those duties Ii ere being regarded 
by the Government as legal, they did not re- 
quite a bill to make it legal ; it was only to 
remove doubt and disabuse the public mind. 

Hon DeCosmos reminded tho last speaker 
that tho proper place to introduce a scheme 
was belore thu Committee of ways and 
means (hear, hear.) Referring it to that 
Committee was the Parliamentary courso to 
guard against undue taxation.

Hon Snulhgate — That is what is meant. 

Hon lt'ibsou thought this was going to be 
a precedent. He was aware ol Ihe neoes-

small and necessary, but ns soon as this was 
p ssed there won ti he no end to resolutions

Hon President opposed other measures as 
the circumstances of the Colcny would not 
justify them; but this bridge was not u new 
work and only a small sum was asked lor 
to put it in repair. He thought it belter to 
let tho recommendation go. 

llmi Robson — Do I understand then that 
you will oppose ih'jse measures ? 

Hon President — I will say when I know 
what they are lor. 

Hon Helmcken moved that tho amount 
be limited to £250, it was important as a 
matter of principle that the limit 1 f expen- 
diture should rest iu the hands ol tho Coun- 



but ho hoped that nil hon. members would 
vote conscientiously, Ho renlly coulJ not 
himself support the recommendation when 
thoro was no money. 

Hon Southgate seconded the motion, and 
tho Hon Maodonald opposod it, as it was 
useless, 

Hon Young would be n leased to know 
that the revenuo was in a fit coodition to open 
this important road to Cowichan, but really 
there was no money. We had debtB to pny 
first and if that could be dona this year we 
should be very fortunate. A now survey hud 
been made oi this road and a belter line 
found, but he did not think tho road could 
bo made (or $10,000. Ho would leave it lo 
tho lion, gentleman, whether it was not bettor 
to defer his motion. Iu regard to tho steam- 
er sue ran to other settlements besidos Cow- 
ichan. Some S30.000 had been expended on 
a road to Ci. mux, and one man and a bey 
bad travelled over it. 

Hon Helmcken — Why, my honorable 
friend on my right travelled all over it. 

Hon Voting — Well ho was the man 
(laughter.) 

Hon Pemberton th. tight that if tho steam- 
er was interfered with it would bo a death 
blow to tho agricultural interests. 

Hon Robson said other important eettlo- 
medts that he could namo had 110 steamer 
and were sometimes shut out for three months 
In tho year, having do otlier means of com- 
municating than by canoes over sheets of ioe. 
All should bo treated alike. Another hon 
member had withdrawn his motion for a road 
ot vital importance to tho wliolo Colony 
as it would open a rich mining district so 
that men, money and gold might pour in. 
It would immediately produce a revenue 
and pay itself back, which the road to Cow- 
ichan he was ul ru itl would not do. The hon. 
mover should also withdraw this motion. 

Lion Wood made a few able remarks in 
favor of opening up settlement, Ho believed 
in a settled population, it was a mistake he 
conceived lo say that gold was the chief 
interest in the country to bo fostered ; wb .t 
we most wanted was a permanent industrial 
population. He ulso dissented from tin 
assertion made, that there wus not plenty of 
rich land lor settlements, 

Hon Ball would he glad to voto Ihe 
amount bui could not while the treasury was 
empty. 

Hon Helmcken would like to ask tho hon 
member lor New Westminster whether the 
shoots of ice ho alluded to were to bo found 
in the Fruser. 

Hon Uobsoti expl. lined that although the 
navigation of the Fruser was never (?) ob- 
structed below New Westminster that it 
sometimes was higher op

the purpose by the unanimous concurrence 
of tho House, and as ihe Island paid a large 
share of taxation some attention should be 
paid to t hut section ol tho Colony. The 
funded and Qoatiog debt ol ibis section ol 
Ihe Colon; was lour times ibal of Van- 
couver Island, and ho saw no reason why 
the people on the Island should contribute 
largely, man lor man, to the revenue without 
sonic benefit 111 return. Eleven milen of thu 
road were already constructed and 17 miles 
remains to be constructed rtqui iti^' by esti- 
mate an outlay ol $10,000 which would open 
the whole Cowichan country, 2L milos in 
length, as the road runs. This would furnish 
the farmers with a market without being 
compelled to lalto the- steamer mid being 
from three days to a week before they could 
return. Tlie hon gentleman, in concluding! 
alluded lo the Government voice being too 
strong lo contend against. 

Hon Holinclteu drew attention to one 
point und that wus thai until this main trunk 
mad wus opened it would be absolutely noces 
saiy 10 keep lbs Government steamer on tho 
route tn carry the mails, and it wan therefore 
a quest on wheathcr it was not far hotter to 
open tho road.
